Court iviartlal With Due Regard 
to Military Forms and 
Requirements. 



The court martial to try Sergt. 
Anson Huggins Tuesday, was held 
at Hotel Latham and occupied 
nearly the whole day.

then purchased a ticket, and 
home, arriving at 2 a, m 
explained to his father, who left 
next morning before he awoke 
leaving a message for him to return

Nevertheless, 
wherever it goes, It leaves traces of lu 
presence, In the form of little foot- 
paths winding about among the grass 
roots which extend In every direction.

The peo- 
t of Hopkinsville understand that 
it was erected in order that the 
telephone company might put in a 
new system. No one can dispute 
the fact that the telephone servii 
in Hopkinsville today compares 
favorably with that rendered in 
ot^r cities of the same size, and, 
''intact, in cities a great deal larger. 
The truth of the matter is that 
the people of Hopkinsville are, on 
the whole, satisfied with the pres- 
ent service and the rates, which 
are reasonable, and they are un 
alterably opposed to having twi 
systems, for they know, as sensibli 
people, to say nothing of the infor 
mation that is at their command 
with reference to the expensi veness

taxes. The Os^erland company 
has a fran^K and it pays taxes 
according^Tlaw. If investigation 
was made, it would be tound that 
the Bell companies, of which the 
Cumberland is a part, are assessed 
for ten times more than these so- 
called independent companies, 
which boast so icudly of having so 
many more telephones than the Bell 
companies. Of course these asser- 
tions by the promoter are not unex- 
pected. He has been discouraged 
by nine people out of every ten that 
he has called upon for their sub- 
scription, and naturally he would 
become abusive. We are reliably 
informed that he has been given 
"Nay" so often that he has resorted 
to obtaining the subscriptions of ir 
responsible people, who have never 
patronized the Cumberland com. 
pany» in order to inflate his list in 
the fond hope that the padding of it 
nil enable him to delude with his 
raftily worded paper any business 
nan who might not be on the alert. 

The promoter boasts that he has 
come to stay , that the fact that his 
company has deposited $5.000 ought 
to be a sufficient evidence of their 
good faith. Now has his company 
deposited $5,000? A look at the city 
clerk's records will show that this 
promoter in telling the people that 
his company bad deposited $5,000, 
has premeditatedly and deliberately 
misrepresented them. His company, 
hich is nothing more or less than 
a construction company, is sup- 
posed to have deposited $5,000, or

Of course the versatile promotei 
boasts vociferously of what he will 
do, and he may be expected to make 
any promise to secure to his con- 
tract the signatures of the people, 
will promise connection with New 
York, New Orleans or Quebec, 
Canada, and if the person with 
whom he is talking appears not to 
know better, he might offer to con- 
nect him gratis with London, Eng- 
land. 

Suppose it is suggested to him 
that he agree in writing making 
sure that there is something behind 
the writing to back it up, to give 
service with Nashville and Mem 
phis or Evansville, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, St. Louis and other 
places with which Hopkinsville 
people wish to be connected. The 
way the promoter would back down 
would put a crawfish to shame. 

There is no desire whatever to be 
abusive or malicious, but simply to 
speak plainly, and give the public 
the facts. 

There is absolutely no doubt that 
the people of Hopkinsville are op- 
posed to two systems, and the pro- 
moter, alas, has learned this.

What Some Business Hen Say 
Who Have Subscribed For 
The New Telephone. 

Some of the business men hat 
put their names to the promoter 
paper on the representation that his 
company had put up $5,000. and 
that there was no doubt of another 
Bystem coming. Most of these bus- 
iness men say they told the promo- 
ter that they were opposed to two 
systems, but that if another com- 
pany was coming they would, in or 
der to secure the same number with 
the new company that they have 
with the old company and for va- 
iimilar reasons, subscribe to 
the service for thirty days, but they 
told the promoter that they in- 
tended to discontinue his telephone 
at the expiration of thirty days, if 
it came. The promoter, from what 
quite a number ot the business men 
say, told them that other business 
men had subscribed, but they have 
since ascertained that this was un- 
true, and hence, they are trying to 
find the promoter in order that they 
may strike their names off his list. 

An interview with the unbiased 
business men will show conclusive- 
ly that they are a unit in their op- 
position to two systems, but some 
of them have made a grave mistake 
n allowing themselves to be misled 
by the promoter. 

The promoter says two systems 
will mean the additional investment 
in Hopkinsville of $100,000 on which 
taxes will be paid. These taxes 
will have to be paid in the same

at rates of $24.0o per year for resi- 
dence, and $36.00 per year for bus- 
iness telephones, they could run for 
a few years and retire with ample 
means for the balance of their 
: to come. They started and 
found out that the statements made, 
and the figures presented, were ab- 
solutely incorrect. 

"They have run their plant now 
for six years. When they started 
they put in the most modern switch- 
board and equipment that could be 
obtained at that time. Owing to the 
latter improvements the central en 
ergy system has been adopted by 
all the modern exchanges, and last 
fall they were compelled to throw 



'pbonr tbey. to keep abreast of 
times. This involved the necessity 
of charging off their entire first 
equipment ic a peroid of six years. 
Very few telephone companies real- 
e this when they are figuring on 
eir cost of rendering service. 
' The figures renre«ented by the 
outsiders are very flattenou. but 
when they come down to t!s? practi- 
cal running: ot the telephone ex- 
change, thev do not figure out as 
shown when they solicit your sub- 
ptiontogo into these schemes. 
They nearly all overlook the fact 
that in every five or six years the 
entire equipment has to be renewed 
or changed. 

Anyone goinif into the business 
had better consider these points 
carefully before they risk any 
money on a scheme of this kind.

The Richmond Tslephone Compa 
ny has gone out ot business. It had 
a capital stock of $300,000, which 
never received any dividendi 
a bonded indebtedness of $150,000 
upon which no interest wao ever 
paid. 

The Federal Telephone Co., 
which controls the Cuyabago.United 
States and other lelephone compa 
nies in the state of Ohio, and which 
s reputed to be the largest so-called 
ndependent company in the world 
is in the throes of dire financial dif- 
ficulty, and hosts of Ohio's citizens 
are bewailing the losses caused 
thereby. 

Federal Telephone (independ 
ent) stock sold down to 1 1-8 on the 
local outside market Wednesday 
This is the lowest level ever 
touched by the stock, which in the 
spring of 1901 was eagerly bought 
up by the local investors and spec- 
ulators at around 40. It reached 
its highest level March 10th, 1901, 
when a lot sold at 41. At the time 
of the Everett- Moore difficulty, the 
stock broke all local records in the 
way of swift declines, but the low- 
est level it reached on the exchange 
was 1 1-2. Federal Telephone is 
not traded in at the present time on 
the exchange, but reports on the 
taide market shows a decided 
weakness in the stock during the 
past few days. Tuesday a sale 
reported at 1 1 4, and Wednes- 
day morning 400 shares came out 
atl l-8."-Cleveland World (O.,)

gold seekers in that direction, an<T o f 
late years the Black Hills, Cripple Creek. 
Alaska and British Columbia have 
yljldpn" their gold and drawn the hordes 
of gold seekers to the fields that prom- 
ised fortunes quick and certain. More 
and more gold is being taken out of the 
Yukon region each year, miners cont Inue 
to go there and stake out claims, but the 
first fever of the gold strikes In the troato 
north has subsided. And now comes 
news of discoveries In South Australia 
which may send the gold hunters from 
the far north to the far south. 

It is said that It Is only necessary to 
expend capital and labor on the gold 
fields recently discovered there to in- 
crease the gold returns of the colony 8 
hundredfold. The government geologist 
lately made a report on the White Range 
mines, In the northern territory of the 
state, glvine the history of mining in 
that district. The White Range is situ- 
ated at Arltunga, In the MarDonnell 
ranges, some 70 miles northward of Alice 
Spring telegraph station, which latter 
place Is 330 miles northward of Oodna- 
datta, the present terminus of the Trans- 
continental railway. Oodnadatta is €88 
miles from Adelaide by rail. 

Gold was first discovered In the White 
ranp;e in 1897. The conditions in which 
the metal occurs are peculiar. No de- 
fined lodes have yet been met with. 
There are large outcrops of quartz, but 
these have no true walls separating them 
from the country rock: the quartz occur- 
ring In large irregular shaped mases and 
blocks, enclosed In and Intermixed with 
the quarlzite. The gold occurs mostly 
In cellular quarta and gossan, the greater 
proportion of It being in very fine dust. 
Wherever seams of cellular quartz are 
found traversing the quartz and quartz- 
Ite, they appear to be an indication of 
the presence of gold. The stone obtainea 
from the workings Is broken and sifted; 
the solid white quartz Is rejected, and 
the cellular quartz, gossan, and sittings 
are saved for treatment at the govern- 
ment battery.
